walk. They-bad been the slaves of Col. James Epes, of 
Dinwiddie, who died not long since, and emancipated them 
by will. Arrangements have been made for their settle¬ 
ment in Ohio. Among them were a few persons hus¬ 
bands and wives, who had not belonged to Col. Epes, but 
had been liberated by their masters, that the families 
might not be divided.

Emarcipaled Slaves.—On Saturday of last week, a 
small colony of emancipated slaves passed through this 
place on their way to Ohio. There were forty-nine ol 
them, and they stated that they had been emancipated on 
the Saturday previous, by their owner, Esq. Cochran, in 
Hampshire county, Virginia, who gave them $500 to pay 
their expenses, and started them off for Ohio. There ap¬ 
peared to be three or four families of them, and they were 
well equipped for travelling—a four-horse wagon carrying 
the furniture, and another wagon the women and ! 
dren. They were bound for Fayette county.Ohio. 

Such instances of emaneipalion as this are evidently 
becoming more common at the South, and, of course, can 
be attributed to nothing but the anti-slavery agitation. 
If abolitionism has ever caused the slave-laws to be more 
stringent, a revulsion must come some time, and this 
perhaps is the commencement.

Our object is the abolition of Slavery through the 
novation of public opinion ; and we ask help of all who 
fee) the impulse of compassion for a suffering people; 
or the instinct of self-preservation in view of the en- 
crofchmmts of tyranny and the dangers of sin; or the 
divine a id awful sense of justice, moving them to uphold 
the right; or the high sense of honour and religious ob¬ 
ligation, impelling them to choose their lot in this life 
with the slaves, and not with their oppressors; or shame 
beneath the scorn of Christendom justly due to a na¬ 
tion of slaveholders ; or disgust at the discrepancy be¬ 
tween American principle and American practice; or 
responsibility for keeping pure the sources of public mo¬ 
rals ; or desire to lay deep in national conscience, the 
foondatioos of future generations. 

After a deep and careful examination of ways and 
means for the peaceable abolition of Slavery, it has been 
found hopeless, except through the consent of the majori¬ 
ty of the whole people. This obtained the work is done ; 
for the willing can readily find a way. Sound judgment 
in the choice of means, and the best economy in their 
expenditure, alike forbid us therefore to enter into the 
partisan or sectarian schemes, by which the purposes of 
any one of the various political and theological persua¬ 
sions will be subserved at the expense of the cause of 
freedom, while all others are alienated from it in the 
proportion. When the preliminary question is pul 

_j every one ought to ask,—“ How do you mean to 

expend the money, which you require our help to 
raise?”our answer is, “it shall be spent wholly, only 
and directly, in awakening, informing, and influencing 
the public mind on this primarily important question. It 
shall not be put into the hands of the political organi¬ 
zations, to promote the election of any candidate, but in 
awakening the love of Freedom and the hatred of Slave¬ 
ry in all; not in aiding a few fugitives to escape, but 
to save them that painful and hazardous experiment by 
abolishing the system which enslaves them; not in 
[sending them to Africa, but in enabling them to become 
the free and happy elements of national strength and 
prosperity at home; not in making the proposition sc 
degrading to the morals of our nation—that its Govern¬ 
ment should become the tributary of crime. 77 

This money will, in short, be spent neither in compen¬ 
sation, colonization, nor political partisanship , while a 
clear-sighted economy will also forbid its being used in 
the equally benevolent, though less effectual, channel,
